In  the  quaint  old  cemetery  attached  to  the 
synagogue  in  Barbados  there  is  a  grave 
dating  back  to  the  17th  century  with  a 
skull  and  cross- 
bones  engraved 
on  the  stone. 

Presumably 
some  Jewish 
pirate  was  bur¬ 
ied  there. 

It  is  not  al¬ 
ways  comfort¬ 
able  to  think  of 
Jewish  crimi¬ 
nals,  although 
we  have  had 
our  share  as  is 
demonstrated 
by  stories  from  the  early  pioneering  days 
of  Australia. 

A  “Register  of  Burials  at  Sydney  Cove” 
notes  that  on  June  16, 1791  a  burial  took  place 
of  Solomon  Bockson  (or  Bockron),  a  convict, 
a  Jew.  This  was  the  first  time  that  a  Jew  was 
mentioned  in  a  register  of  the  colony.  The  real 
name  of  this  Jewish  convict  was  Solomon 
Bokerah  and  he  was  probably  one  of  the  rare 
Sephardic  Jews  to  be  deported  to  Australia.

During  the  trial  at  the  Old  Bailey,  a  con¬ 
stable  gave  evidence  that  as  he  was  taking 
Bokerah  to  the  watch-house,  a  gang  of  Jews 
in  Hounsditch  pelted  the  coach  with  stones  in 
an  attempt  to  rescue  him!  He  was  found  guilty 
and  sentenced  to  death,  the  sentence  being 
commuted  to  transportation  for  life  to  Botany 
Bay. 

He  arrived  in  Australia  on  June  28,  1790. 
A  year  later  he  was  dead  and  buried. 

If  anyone  wishes  to  research  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  Old  Bailey,  the  case  started  on 
October  12,  1778  and  the  following  days. 
Case  82.  London  1788.  An  article  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  appeared  in  the  Great  Synagogue  Journal 
(Sydney)  in  March,  1987.

Denouncing  Pat  Buchanan  and  the 
Christian  Coalition  for  attempting  to 
ruin  the  “glorious  and  unique  political 
experiment”  that  distinguishes  American  gov¬ 
ernment,  Chancellor  Ismar  Schorsch  forcefully 
challenged  each  of  the  ideas  comprising 
Buchanan’s  political  platform  at  the  second 
lecture  in  a  series  sponsored  by  the 
Finkelstein  Institute  for  Religious  and  Social 
Studies  at  the  Louis  Stein  Center.  He  said 
again  and  again  that  religion  plays  a  vital, 
positive  role  in  American  society  because  it 
“was  never  an  instrument  of  power.  It  was 
never  an  instrument  of  compulsion,  of  forcing 
others  of  a  different  persuasion  to  pursue  the 
doctrines  and  practices  of  any  specific  reli¬ 
gious  group.” 

Rabbi  Schorsch  condemned  Pat  Bucha¬ 
nan’s  “militant  Christianity,”  pleading  that  we 
need  “a  degree  of  moderation  in  the  public 
discourse,  a  recognition  that  our  position,  our

point  of  view,  may  not  be  correct.”  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  Mario  Cuomo  had  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  leadership  as  consensus  building, 
noting  that  a  leader  should  not  force  a  per¬ 
sonal  religious  conviction  on  the  body  politic 
when  there  is  no  consensus.  “All  one  hears  is 
the  passion  and  the  conviction  and  the  stri¬ 
dency,  and  what  is  left  for  those  who  dis¬ 
agree?  Will  they  all  end  up  in  the  prisons  of 
the  United  States?” 

Dr.  Schorsch  concluded  that  while  we 
need  a  moral  compass  to  survive  in  this  soci¬ 
ety,  it  “should  not  come  from  Washington  or 
Albany.  It  should  come  from  the  churches 
and  the  mosques  and  the  synagogues.  It 
should  come  from  the  families  and  the  clubs 
and  the  neighborhoods  of  this  society... It 
should  come  from  the  mediating  institutions 
in  this  society  that  have  always  produced  the 
moral  compass  for  the  individual.”

All  About  Shavuot 

havout,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or 
Pentacost,  is  celebrated  exactly  seven 
weeks  after  Passover.  It  is  observed  for 
one  day  in  Israel  and  for  two  days  for  those  of 
us  who  live  in  the  diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricul¬ 
tural  festival,  a  time  of  ceremony  and  rejoicing 
when  the  first  fruits  where  brought  to 
Jerusalem.  But,  in  time,  it  became  associated 
historically  with  the  giving  of  the  Torah  on 
Mount  Sinai. 

During  the  services  on  this  Festival,  we 
read  the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  general 
theme  is  the  Jewish  love  of  learning.  Also,  the 
Book  of  Ruth  is  read  at  this  time  because  it 
shows  the  great  devotion  of  Ruth  to  her 
adopted  faith  and  people. 

Among  the  customs  associated  with  this 
Festival  are  decorating  the  synagogue  with 
flowers,  all  night  study  ( Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot), 
and  the  eating  of  dairy  foods  which  is  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  concept  of  Israel  as  the  land  of 
milk  and  honey.
